Being that time. of the year, 
in a presidential election year, 
eyes are turned once again to- 
ward politics. ”

ness” or just the fact that mass

‘Withdrawing and. viewing ob» 
jectively, one may spend a great 
deal of time contemplating 1960 
politics and trying to conclude 
what they really are. : 
What is this “image” which 
office-seekers try so desperate- 
ly to create? And more signifi-

Perhaps Dr. Thomas Bonner 


could answer that. question.

The announcement last week 
that a campaign of sorts ‘would 
be waged to elect him. to’ Con- 
gress brought widespread. -sur- 
prise, to say the least.

Why should one of: the men 
whose name will appear on the 
ballot in the “Congressman, Sec- 
ond District” slot be prompted 
to remark (off the record) 
“what's he trying to do?” when 
he learned of the write-in cam- 
paign? ae 

Dr. Bonner’s supporters de- 
scribed a need for a liberal can- 
didate, labeling both Democratic 
and Republican nominces as “too 
conservative’ when the “draft 
Tom Bonner drtve” was launched. 


With the risk of being accused . 


of bringing politics into a stu- 
dent newspaper I wish to air an 
opinion. ~ 

Too Many Advisors? 


Government has reached a 
staggering degree of complexity- 
and can no longer be:operated by 
the winners of popularity con- 
tests., 


‘Why must we elect candidates 
eho immediately hire a staff of 
advisors to tell them what's go- 
ing on and, frankly, what they're 
supposed to do. : 


In convincing Dr. Bonner that 
he has a place in public office 
someone has demonstrated .wis- 
dom and indeed foresight. 


I-use the latter term because 
I cannot seriously believe these 
efforts are primarily fetes at 
this year’s election. 

Past experience has illustrated 
that to attain eiécted office one 
must be ‘well-known?’ 


Why Strategy? 


To those who know him Dr. 
Bonner needs no introduction as 
an expert in his field. He cannot 
help but be respected. 


But it must be. admitted that’ 
outside the academic circles his 


qualifying achievements -have. 
gone virtually unnoticed... ‘ 
This “campaign” should at 


least. make his name more fa- 
miliar off-campus. 

It’s unfortunate that such stra- 
tegic tactics must be employed 


‘before serious efforts can be 


made to elect a Brent man to of- 
fice. 

My appraisal of Dr. Bonner is
